FOR SERVICE TO CANAL ZONE

(Second in a series of articles on 
the Alabama Education Commission.) 


The work of the Alabama Education 
Commission will not serve as a panacea 
for the State’s educational ills. Only 
wishful thinking will permit the as- 
sumption the Commission will provide 
the ideal solution for our school prob- 
lems. But the Commission can point 
the way by making recommendations 
that will lead to concrete, constructive 
legislative action. 


However, any satisfactory solution 
of the State’s educational problems 
will depend upon thorough investiga- 
tion and action by an even larger body 
than the Commission or the State Leg- 
islature. A substantial portion of our 
educated citizens must answer for 
themselves. the questions for which 
the Commission seeks answers—must 
answer and act. 

The second committee established by 
the Alabama Education Commission is 
charged with investigating personnel 
in education. Below are the questions 
which the Commission suggested to 
this committee as a starting point for 
its investigation: 


PERSONNEL IN EDUCATION 


This area includes pupils, teachers, 
and other school employees. It is ex- 
pected that a study of this area will 
provide a reasonable analysis of the 
student body being taught in the 
schools and of the teachers and other 
personnel who operate the schools.

Long-Term Engineering 
Shortage Predicted 


Present and projected trends in en- 
gineering enrollments indicate that en- 
gineering graduates will be in short 
supply for the next 10 to 15 years, 
according to a recent study by H. H. 
Armsby, Specialist in Engineering, U. S. 
Office of Education. The study is based 
on present and anticipated trends in 
employment, and trends in engineering 
enrollment. It assumes “that engineer- 
ing colleges can and will be able to 
increase staff and facilities to serve a 
student body expected to increase 85 
per cent by 1965, and 135 per cent by 
1970.” Dr. Armsby says that the reali- 
zation of this assumption “will call for 
great efforts by all concerned—the col- 
leges, the State and Federal Govern- 
ments, and the public.”

What Price Academic Failure?

Adrienne Lande Rubin, a Wellesley 
graduate and a mother who turned to 
teaching as her daughters reached ma- 
turity, summed up her experiences with 
“The Plodding Reader” at the Adoles- 
cent Unit of the Children’s Medical 
Center in Boston for the March Welles- 
tey Alumnae Magazine. Her statement 
that Dr. J. Rowell Gallagher, head of 
the unit, “soon discovered that many 
of the young people’s real physical ills 
were caused by school failure” reminded 
this editor that the problem of school 
failures needs careful attention from 
all of us. 

One of Dr. Gallagher’s first goals after 
his discovery “was to help as many (of 
the children) as he could to learn to 
read effectively.” Thus, development 
of effective reading habits becomes a 
bonafide form of. medical treatment. 


Cost Is Too High— 


When the human frustration and ac- 


tual physical pain caused by school 
failure is added to the economic loss 
to society, the cost of failure becomes 
indeed staggering. It is a cost that 
a democratic society cannot continue 
to afford, for school failure is not an 
isolated phenomena in Boston: one- 
third of Auburn’s students enter Col- 


lege Gate inadequately prepared in the 
fundamentals—English, history, mathe- 


matics; less than one-half of those who 
enrol] at Auburn graduate (Of course 
many of them leave for financial rea- 
sons, because of marriage, or in order 


to attend other colleges; but the rate 


of academic attrition is startling). Au- 


burn’s experience with attrition is not 
unique on the collegiate scene. 
Remedy Suggested— 

With all the confidence which the 
father of three school-age children 
shouldn’t have and with consummate 
faith in the workability of democratic 
processes, this editor here affirms that 
the problem of school failures can be 
satisfacto1 solved and proposes the 
following methods for solution: (1) Par- 
ental umption of the chief respon- 
sibility for their children’s education, 
(2) Governmental acceptance of the re- 
sponsibility for providing adequate fi- 
nancial support, and (3) General] de- 
velopment of a healthy respect for the 
fundamental disciplines of study. 

If parents assume the chief respon- 
sibility for their children’s education, 
steps two and three enumerated above 
must necessarily follow. Hence, let us 
concentrate on the parental role. 

Reading is a_ prerequisite for all 


academic courses. Our early grades are 


Overcrowded so that children with 
special problems receive only a por- 
tion of the individual attention they 


need in school. Consequently, many of 
them never learn to read (Oftentimes, 
they still haven’t learned when they 


reach college). Mrs. Rubin agrees with 


“many physicians, neurologists and 
psychologists (who) now believe that 


there are those born with certain phy- 


Sical, neurological, congenital traits 
Which make it more difficult for them 
to acquire effective language skills — 
Speech, reading and writing. These 
traits appear to have no correlation 
with intelligence.” 

But such children can learn to read. 
Mrs. Rubin says “. . . we must teach 
them the names, sounds, and configu- 


rations of the individual letters of the 
alphabet before they do any reading.” 
(Note: She maintains that children 
without “language handicaps” can and 
Should learn by the “sight method.” 
Thus she apparently assumes a posi- 
tion between the proponents of the 
“sight” and the “phonetic” methods of 
teaching reading. However, she says 
that those handicapped children taught 
by the individual letter method “become 
Sight readers and speed develops.’) 
With a little time and patience, intelli- 
fent parents can teach a child the al- 
phabet—sounds, configurations and all 
—as well as anyone else. Parents, then, 
Should assure themselves that children 
are learning to read or take proper 
Steps to insure that the child does learn 
to read. 


Family Improvement— 


Other steps to encourage mastery of 
language may be initiated at home. 
Family group readings—with all mem- 
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bers participating—encourages further 
interest and development. Some of the 
so-called “Children’s Classics’ contain 
stimulating entertainment for adults 
as well. Good books can be discussed. 
Children can be encouraged to recite 
poems and readings for family en- 
tertainment and to write letters and 
original compositions to develop adept- 
ness in speech and writing. Parents can 
check letters and stories for errors in 
spelling and grammar and show the 
child the meaning of the rules of gram- 
mar in practical application. 


Memory Work Required— 


Arithmetic and history follow read- 
ing in the elementary curriculum. 
These subjects too require mastery of 
fundamentals, ‘Many children fai] in 
advanced mathematics courses because 
they are still fumbling with fundamental 
addition, subtraction, multiplication, and 
division. Learning these fundamentals 
by rote still seem to the the only satis- 
factory method. Memorizing the fact that 
9 x 9 — 81 is much simpler than count- 
ing fingers and toes or marking nine 
marks nine times and counting the 
resultant string of individual marks. 
Memorization requires continued prac- 
tice, which can also be provided at 
home. 

History requires a basic knowledge of 
geography and the significance of time. 
Maps, globes, and stories of great events 
in history with a time relationship 
established can’ be fun for the family— 
and education to mother and father, too. 

If the carrying out the foregoing sug- 
gestions seems to require considerable 
parental effort, we can assure you that 
even attempting it does. But not only 
is it fun, it is essential. The children 
who fail are our children; and whether 
one wishes to or not, he suffers when 
his children suffer, 

The foregoing is a suggested positive 
approach to eliminating unnecessary 
academic failure—if enough parents try 
it, we are confident that they will be- 
come interested enough in the schools 
to see that adequate finances will be 
provided for classrooms and teachers 
and that a proper regard for teaching 
and learning disciplines will be estab- 
lished, or re-established. From it a 
sensible guidance program can emerge, 
a program through which children can 
discover their true abilities and interests 
with the aid of both teachers and par- 
ents. 


Eliminate the Negative— 


One cannot well leave the 
without warning against a negative, 
unrealistic attempt to solve the problem, 
that is, the attempt to deny the exist- 
ence of failure by ignoring it, Report 
cards cannot belie ignorance. When a 
child can’t read, he can’t read: when 
he can’t add, he can’t add, regardless 
of passing marks. Grades must be 
based on some reasonable standard of 
academic achievement or they lose all 
significance. The painful effects of 
failure may be postponed, but post- 
ponement only complicates the prob- 
Jem. A quack may persuade a cancer 
victim that he doesn’t have cancer and 
thus may make him feel better—he may 
feel better until he discovers otherwise, 
when it is too late for surgery. A child 
may remain blissfully ignorant of his 
ignorance until it’s too late to remedy 
it. 


Fewer F’s, More Failures— 


If this concern seems overwrought, 
consider the fact that many principals 
readily admit that “In this community, 
you can’t fail 25% of the students.” 
When irate parents besiege principais 
and teachers about Tommy or Sue’s 
grades, they are normally inclined to 
blame the school and the teacher so 
that, believe it or not, many good teach- 
ers leave the profession principally be- 
cause they cannot maintain intelligent 
standards of learning. The end result 
of this type assumption of parental re- 
sponsibility is fewer F’s and more fail- 
ures—for an ignorant man, or woman, 
is no less ignorant with a high school 
diploma or a college degree; he is, if 
anything, only more frustrated by his 
inadequacies, inadequacies which the 
official records say he doesn’t have.

You Need Problems— 


“Even religian can become a 
conformity, a conformity of mod- 
eration. How often the voice . 
sounds, “Never too much, just 
enough. Don’t go everboard, don’t 
take religion too seriously. A lit- 
tle religion is all right, if you go 
in for that sort of thing, but don’t 
overdo it.” A little religion is as- 
pirin, or very near it. It doesn’t 
cost much, it isn’t worth much, 
but in little enough doses it won't 
hurt much, and it may do some 
good. Or, as the signs put it, 
‘Take your problems to Church; 
many leave them there.’ Such 
conformity spells death to any 
authentic religion, with its shoes 
on ready to go someplace. This is 
why Paul wrote to the Romans, 
‘Do not be conformed ...’ The 
shout rings through to us, in a 
country where we are so well 
conformed that we consume 15,- 
330,000,000 aspirins a year. 


Religious Fallacy— 


“The trouble with our contem- 
porary religion is that, fundamen- 
tally, we don’t mean it. As an 
eager young Communist, with a 
flash and sparkle in his eyes put 
it, ‘You Christians don’t frighten 
us. Most Sundays we are up 
studying Mark while you are still 
in bed reading the funnies!’ The 
religion of conformity is a re- 
ligion of comfort. A religion of 
comfort says, ‘Take your prob- 
lems to Church; many leave them 
there.” What should be said is, 
‘Take yourself to Church: 
may need to have problems’— 
problems in a world where the 
budget for the government of In- 
dia with its 365,000,000 people is 
only about half that of New York 
City; where a billion people in 
our world have never seen a doc- 
tor or dentist, and probably never 
will; where a peasant in Persia, 
having seen a can of our dog food, 
said that he might be willing to 
die if his family could live the 
life of an American dog.”

Since January 25, the “No Vacancy” 
sign has been out on the women’s dor- 
mitories in Auburn, Immediately after 
that date Katherine Cater, dean of 
women, advised President Ralph B. 
Draughon that “By January 25, our 
dormitories were completely filled for 
the Fall Quarter and we will not be 
able to accept additional applications 
‘for September, 1958.” 


Each year the 1,350 places for women 
students at Auburn are filled earlier 
than the year before: this year the 
Saturation point was reached much 
earlier than in previous years. 


Dean Cater says, “We wish very 
much that there were plans underway 
to increase the housing for women 
students; we have to refuse applica- 
tions from too many girls who would 
like to come here.” 

There are those that still insist that 
a college education for a woman is 
‘generally a waste of time, and money, 
a rather expensive way for a girl to get 
married. At times one Suspects. that 
there are many more silent than vo- 
cal proponents of this argument.
